Largely 
through the efforts of this association 
there was organized the National 
Health League. 
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That we need a National Depart- 
ment of Public Health cannot be de- 
nied. We cannot do better than to 
quote the sixteen reasons for such a 
department given by the Committee of 
One Hundred of the Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 


Why the People of the United States 
Should Have a Department of Health 


1. To stop the spread of typhoid fever 
through drinking sewage-poluted water of 
interstate streams. 

2. To enforce adequate quarantine regu- 
lations, so as to keep out of the country 
plague and other similar pestilences. 

3. To supervise interstate common car- 
riers, in so far as without such supervision 
they prove a menace to the health of the 
traveling public. : 


4. To have a central organization of 


such dignity and importance that depart- 
ments of health of states and cities will 
seek its co-operation and will. pay heed to 
its advice. | 

5. To influence health authorities, state 
and municipal, to enact uniform begretanion 
in relation to health matters. 

6. To act as a clearing-house of state 


and local health regulations and to codify 


such regulations. 


7. To draw up a model scheme of sani- 
tary legislation for the assistance of state 
and municipal health officers. 

8. To gather accurate data on all ques- 


tions of sanitation throughout the United | 


States. 
9. To establish the chief causes of pre- 


ventable disease and unnecessary ill-health. 


10. To study conditions and causes of 
diseases recurring in different parts of the 
United States. 

11. To correlate and assist investigations 
carried on in many separate and unrelated 
biological and pathological federal, state 
and private laboratories. 

12. To consolidate and co-ordinate the 
many separate Government bureaus now 
engaged in independent health work.

the very defective instruction received 


in colleges of medicine. Doctors have 


felt, for apparently plausible reasons, 


that they need not give this subject 
any considerable attention, because of 
the fact that that is the special field of 
the pharmacist, and that the dispens- 
ing druggist should always hand out 
the drugs (in a pure state and up to 
standard) called for by the physician. 
The student of medicine feels that 


therapeutics, pharmaco-dynamics and 


toxicology take up his time sufficiently 
without having to worry about the 
identity and quality of the numerous 
remedial agents on the market. Every 
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physician should actually know the 
drugs used in his practice, just as he 
knows a pathological condition in his 
patient. This does not mean that he 


need be a graduate from a college of 
pharmacy, though there can be no 


doubt that such a course is of great 
value in his practice. 

For many years materia medica has 
been a neglected subject,, even in the 
very best colleges of medicine. This 


should be remedies at once. For years 


it has been the custom for some pro- 
fessor to drone out a catalogue of drug 
names with a wholly unintelligible, 
brief, disjointed mention of the char- 
acters of said drugs. This is not 
teaching materia medica. Such dry 
courses should not be tolerated in any 
wide-awake colleges of medicine. Doc- 
tors should receive sufficient instruc- 
tion in materia medica, pharmacog- 
nosy and dispensing to enable them to 
judge of the purity and quality of 


crude drugs, galenicals and other phar-— 


maceuticals. 
DR. ROBERT With the death of © 
KOCH Dr. Robert Koch 


there passed away one of the world’s’ 
greatest benefactors. Dr. Koch was a 
self-made man, in the true American 


sense. As a youth he was extremely 
ambitious, aiming to excel in what- 
ever he undertook. He prepared him- 


self to take up the study of medicine. 
After graduation he began practice in 


a small town (Kreisphysikus). He be- 


gan his career when the work of 


Schwann, Pasteur and others began to 
attract attention. One of his first ef- 
forts along bacteriological lines was a 
paper which he submitted to his for- 
mer teacher, who was greatly inter- 
ested and sought to get the Berlin 
Board of Health interested without 
success. Dr. Koch, however, felt that 
main assertions about bacteriology as 
then comprehended were in accord 
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with actual facts, and he foresaw the 
great benefits to be derived from this 
new science. 

We cannot take the space to review 
his life-work and the great good he 
has done humanity. He has lived his 
life, and the entire human race has 
been benefited for his having lived. 
As a man he was simple, modest, al- 
truistic. He was endowed with a 
wonderful capacity for work, and 
every piece of work he ever undertook 
is ranked among the world’s classical 


researches. Best of all, he has been 


the inspiration to the entire medical 
profession.

GENERAL PRINCIPLES TO BE FOL- 
LOWED IN REVISING THE 
PHARMACOPCQIA 

In accordance with tht instructions 
of the Convention of 1900, the Com- 
mittee of Revision created by this body 
herewith presents a draft of a plan for 
revising the next Pharmacopoeia, 
which will be the Ninth Revision. 


1. Scope of the Pharmacopceia.— 
We recommend that the Committee of 
Revision be authorized to admit into 


the Pharmacopceia any medicinal sub-- 


stance of known origin; but no sub- 
stance or combination of substances 
shall be introduced if the composition 
or mode of manufacture thereof be 
kept secret, or if it be controlled by 
unlimited proprietary or patent rights, 
and the list of.substances should be 
carefully selected, with standards for 
identity and purity, as far as possible; 
there should not be included rarely- 
used substances or those whose value 
and use has not been established. Sub- 
stances used only for technical pur- 
poses should not be admitted to the 
next Pharmacopceia, and a statement 
should be placed in the preface to the 
effect that standards of purity and 
strength prescribed in the text of the 
Pharmacopoeia, are intended to apply 
to substances which are used solely 
for medicinal purposes and when pro- 
fessedly bought, sold, or dispensed as 
such. | 
2. Doses—We recommend that 
after each pharmacopeceial article 
(drug, chemical, or preparation) which 
is used or likely to be used internally 
or hypodermically, the committee be 
instructed to state the average ap- 
proximate (but neither a minimum 
nor a maximum) dose for adults, and, 
where deemed advisable, also for chil- 
dren. The metric system to be used, 
and the approximate equivalent ordin- 


ary weights or measures inserted in 
parenthesis. It is to be distinctly un- 
derstood that neither this Convention 
nor the Committee of Revision created 
by it intends to have these doses re- 
garded as obligatory on the physician 
or as forbidding him to exceed them 
whenever in his judgment this seems 
advisable; the Committee should be 
directed to make a distinct declara- 
tion to this effect in some prominent 
place in the new Pharmacopceia. 

3. Nomenclature—We recommend 
that changes in the titles of articles at 


present official be made only for the 


purpose of insuring greater accuracy, 
brevity, or safety in dispensing. 
the case of newly admitted articles, it 


is recommended that such titles be 
chosen as are in harmony with gen- 


eral usage and convenient for prescrib- 
ing; but in the case of chemicals of 
a definite composition a scientific name 
should be given at least as a synonym. 

There should also be inserted, aiter

each article used by physicians in pre- | 


scriptions, a carefully considered ab- 


breviated name, which may be known | 


as an official, abbreviation, in order 
that uniformity may be established 
throughout the country, with the ob- 
ject of preventing mistakes in read- 
ing and compounding prescriptions, 


and further, to serve as authorized ab- | 


breviations in labeling the store fur- 
niture of the pharmacist. 

4. Synonyms.—We recommend that 
the list of synonyms should be en- 


larged for the next revision, and the 


synonyms printed in the text of the 
Pharmacopceia, immediately after the 


English name of the substance. A 


statement should be made in the pref- 
ace of the Pharmacopeceia, that sub- 
stances labeled with a synonym, must 
comply with the same standards, tests 


and requirements as are demanded for 


the official article under any name. 
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5. Purity and Strength of Pharma- 
recommend 
that the Committee be instructed to 


revise as carefully as possible the lim- — 


its of purity and strength of the phar- 
macopeeial chemicals and preparations 
for which limiting tests are or may be 
given. While no concession should 
be made towards a diminution of me- 
dicinal value, allowance should be 
made for unavoidable, innocuous im- 
purities or variations due to the par- 


ticular source or mode of preparation, 


or to the keeping qualities of the sev- 
eral articles. 

The “Purity Rubric,” which limits 
the percentage of innocuous impuri- 
ties, as introduced into the Eighth Re- 
vision, should be continued, and tests 


and requirements should be appended 


to each article carrying a “Purity Ru- 
bric.”’ 

of ertide drugs and nat- 
ural products, the limits of admissible 
impurities should be placed at such a 


figure as to exclude any that would not 


be accepted by other countries. 


6. International Standards.—The 
International Conference for the Uni- 
fication of Formulas for Potent Reme- 
dies performed a signal service for all 
countries by recommending the vari- 
ous pharmacopceias of the world to 
adopt certain standards for potent 
medicines. It is recommended that the 
next Committee of Revision adopt 


these standards, but it is believed that 


it would be unwise to require the ac- 
ceptance of the details of pharmaceuti- 
cal or other processes recommended by 
the International Conference. 

If the finished product conforms to 
the International standards, we believe 
that each country should be left free 


to adopt such detail and manipulation 


as may seem to them best. Nothing 
should prevent, however, the adoption 
of the recommendations of the confer- 
ence, as to details, if in the opinion of 
the next Committee of Revision, by 
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so doing, the Pharmacopecia can be 
improved. 

7. General Formule.—It is recom- 
mended that general formule be intro- 
duced, as far as the particular nature: 
of the several drugs will permit, for 
fluid extracts, tinctures and such other 
preparations as are made by identical 
processes, and that the general formula 
to be followed in each case be ‘merely 
indicated by reference. 

8. Appending a List of Preparations 
in which an Official Article is Used.— 


It is recommended that, especially for 


the convenience of practicing physi- 
cians, there should be appended after 


each article in the text a list of the 


official preparations in which it is used. 
A few exceptions may be made to | 
this in such cases as water, alcohol, 
glycerin, sugar, etc. 
_g. Alcoholic Percentage i in Official 
Preparations.—It is recommended that 
a range of volume contént, of absolute 
alcohol, be stated in: the Pharmaco- 
poeia, for each preparation containing 
alcohol. | 

10. Assay Processes—We recom- 
mend that the Committee be instructed 
to introduce assay processes for as 


many of'the potent drugs and prepara- 


tions made therefrom as may be found 
practicable, provided that the pro- 
cesses of assay are reasonably simple 
(both as to methods and apparatus re- 
quired) and lead to fairly uniform re- 
sults in different hands. As regards 
the products of such assays, tests of 
identity and purity should be added 
wherever feasible. 

It is recommended that physiologi- 
cal tests or assays, when accurate and 
reliable, may be admitted. 

rz. Serums and Other Biological 
Products.—It is recommended that se- 
rums and other biological products, of 
approved usefulness, if standardized by 
the Government or one of the depart- 
ments, may be admitted to the next 
Revision of the Pharmacopceia. 
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12, Weights and Measures.—lIt is 
recommended that the Committee be 
instructed to retain the metric system 
of weights and measures as adopted in 
the Eighth Decennial Revision. 

13. Supplement.—It is recommend- 
ed that the Committee of Revision be 
authorized to prepare a supplement to 
the Pharmacopoeia at any time they 

may deem such action desirable. 
14. Atomic Weights.—It is recom- 
mended that the system of atomic 
weights, authorized by the Interna- 


tional Committee (0-16), be — 
for the next Revision. 


15. Physical Constants.—It is rec- 
ommended that the official methods for 


taking physical constants be inserted > 


in the “Introductory Notices,” and 
these shall apply to all articles in 
which physical constants are officially 
used, unless otherwise specifically ex- 
cepted. 

16. Standard Temperature.—It is 
recommended that the standard tem- 
perature of 25° C. (77° F.) be retained, 
as used in the present Revision (ex- 
cept in the case of alcohol), and that a 
table be inserted in the appendix for 
corresponding figures at 15° C. (59° 
F.). 

17, Compound is 
recommended that those compound 
preparations of approved value which 
are now Official in the Eighth Revision 
be not excluded from the Ninth Re- 
vision, but the introduction of new 
compound preparations be discouraged 
as far as possible. 

18. Pharmacognostical Descriptions. 
—It is recommended that, with the de- 
scription of a crude drug, there be in- 
cluded brief, pharmacognostical de- 
scriptions, both macroscopic and mi- 
croscopic where possible, and there 


should be added a statement of the ap-- 


pearance of the structural elements in 
the powder, when examined micro- 
scopically as a means of detecting 
adulteration.

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19. Powdered Drugs.—It is recom- 
mended that, in the next Pharmaco- 
poeia, powdered drugs be required to 
represent the entire drug unless speci-_ 
fically stated otherwise. Where the | 
drug can be powdered without residue 
this should be required; in other cases 
the amount of allowable tailings, 
eruffs, or residue should be determined 
and inserted in the text. 

20. Diagnostical Reagents.—It is 
recommended that there be included in 
the next Pharmacopceia, such reagents, 
with standards for strength and purity, 
as are needed for the proper execution 
of tests that are valuable and import- | 
ant in the making of a correct diag- 
nosis. 

21. Date when the Next Pharma- 
copeeia Becomes Official.—It is rec- 
ommended that the Committee of Re- 
vision print upon the title page of the 
next Pharmacopceia a definite date, 
reasonably distant from the actual ‘date 
of publication, announcing when the 
new Pharmacopceia is intended to go 
into effect and to supersede the pre- 
ceding one.

TELEPHONES*

Why is it that after the retail dra ys 
gist in our larger cities have-demon- 
strated by years of experience that the 
telephone in their stores can be made 
a splendid money-maker, turning ex- 
pense into revenue and giving them a 
first-class service, that in hundreds of 
other cities the druggists do not fall in 
line and emancipate themselves from a 
the old free-lunch nuisance telephone? 
The success of this movement has a 
been so thoroughly demonstrated, it

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would seem as if every druggist in 
the United States tomorrow would 
want to get into the band-wagon and 


_make a profit instead of a loss out of 


his telephone. They are doing this 
slowly, to be sure, but after all these 
years of experience, it would seem as 
if all should join. 

Wherever the slot telephone has 


been introduced it has been found a 


winner from the start. Pessimists in 


large cities, generally the larger down- 


town stores, have at first feared that 
the slot-pay telephone would prove 


injurious. The reverse has been the 


result in most cities, where these 


-down-town stores overcame their 
fears, we can show you by figures that 


some of them pay a good part of their 
high rent by these pay telephones, and, 
as you all know, figures don’t lie. By 
figures I can demonstrate these large 
down-town stores have their own tele- 
phone free of expense, always open 
for inpouring orders, and clear a heavy 


share of the rent to boot. It does not. 


require legal evidence to prove the 
fact that a man who has business to 
transact over the telephone values his 
time more than the expenditure of a 
nickel, hence talks condensed—short- 
hand, as it were—while a free-luncher 
who telephones because the telephone 
is free, has time to burn, and knocks 
your own telephone out of business for 
business. The telephone companies 
are willing to establish pay telephones, 


‘the public is willing to pay for tele- 


phone service; why should the drug- 
gist stand back and let their chance to 
reap a harvest go to waste by refusing 
to introduce pay telephones? The 
great N. A. R. D. has made the intro- 
duction of pay telephones an issue, and 
this issue has brought results in the 
increased membership in every city 
where pay telephones have been estab- 
lished. I assert that the great A. Ph. 
A., standing as it does for all that is 
“Good and Pure,” and in the line of 
uplift movements, should add the in- 
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troduction of pay telephones to its 
strongest arms of activities. I use the 
phrase, “Good and Pure,” advisedly. I 
need not go into a long argument, be- 
cause I dislike long-winded harangues, 
to prove to you, my Brethren of the A. 
Ph. A., that I deprecate profanity, and 
on that account I advocate slot tele- 


phones, simply for their purifying 


remedial properties. With the old-line 
telephones, I have heard more sulphur- 
ous invocations in pharmacies than can 
ever be expected in Dante’s_ In- 
ferno. Introduce fire-proof, sound- 
proof booths with the pay telephones, 
and the service becomes at once so ad- 


‘mirable that the drug-store atmos- 


phere changes to the environments of 
one of Moody and Sankey revival 
meetings. I would, therefore, strongly 
advise the establishment of a Stand- 
ing Committee of your section, devot- 
ing its energies to the promotion of 
pay telephones. 

I wish I could have been briefer, but 
my time is limited, and I recommend 
a discussion of this subject to your 
good graces. 

I attach as a sample of my method of 
going at it—a letter addressed to Kan- 
sas City druggist, which I wih to make 
a part of this paper. 

To the Kansas City Druggist: If I 
were in the place of the Kansas City 
druggists, I would do one of three 
things? 

First—I would induce the Home 
Telephone Company to _ install slot 
phones, for reasons explained in this — 
letter, | 

Second—If the Home Company re- 
fused to install slot phones, put the 
Home phone in a part of the room 
where it is not accessible to the public. 

Third—Should the Home Telephone 
Company decline to remove the phones 
to back-room, or refuse to install slot 
phones, do away with the unprofitable 


phone altogether, for following rea- 
sons: 
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Nothing better illustrates the fact 
that experience is the greatest teacher 
than the evolution of the drug-store 
telephone. There are few cities of any 
size in which the druggist has not been 
able to find out that if he has a slot- 
machine telephone, he gets good ser- 
vice for himself and for the public, and 
that he, as well, puts into his pocket 
a substantial return of the service ren- 
dered. The old practice was bad ser- 
vice for everybody, and an annual ren- 
tal paid out by the druggist. In some 
few places this practice still remains 
that the telephone of one company has 
a slot machine and the telephone of 
the other company is free, i. e., it is 


free to the public, but not free to the 


druggist, because he pays for it. 
Some who have not investigated the 

practice elsewhere seem to think they 

would lose business if they do away 


with their free telephones. It has been > 


demonstrated again and again that this 
is not the case. The drug-store is the 
natural public telephone station, and 
the public is willing to pay for good 
- accommodations and good service. No 
one ever thanked us for the privilege 
of standing in line behind our hard- 


worked telephones, while the free- 


lunch friends gradually got out of the 
way one by one. In fact, all we got 
was the reverse of thanks. 

Druggists who have two telephones 
and are operating both with slot ma- 
chines are not only giving the public 
better accommodation, for which they 
get thanks and pay, but they are get- 
ting good telephone service for them- 
selves and proper pay for the space 
afforded and service rendered. This 
is no experiment, but the experience of 
years has shown that there is every 
_reason for emancipating the drug-store 
telephone from the free-lunch rut. 
There is no reason for going ahead in 
the old way. It is in the hands of the 
druggists to accomplish this them- 
selves. 
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The Telephone Committee of the 


N. A. R. D. has been preaching this 


for years. One by one the big cities 
have fallen in line, and telephones 


represent a big profit, to the drug in- 


terests instead of a big expense. Hun- 
dreds of delegates to our conventions 
have testified to this. 


testifying to it by their use. Generally 
our trade is not backward in protect- 
ing itself against loss or imposition, 


especially where no good comes from > 
it. Why there can be any substan- 


tial number who prefer to pay out 
their good money for telephone ser- 
vice, which they themselves make bad 


by attempting to give it away, is one 


of the things which seems past finding 

out.

PHARMACY IN GREAT BRITAIN 
By our special correspondent 


A number of events of considerable 
importance to pharmacists in Great 
Britain have happened during the 
past few weeks. In the first place, it 


should be mentioned that it now seems ~ 


quite certain that the extra tax on 
proof-spirit, which amounts to about 


one and one-half dollars per gallon on 
rectified spirit, will be definitely passed | 


by Parliament. The tax has, in fact, 
been collected ever since May of last 
year, but, owing to the action of the 
House of Lords in rejecting the Bud- 
get, there was very considerable un- 
certainty as to whether the extra duty 
would finally receive the sanction of 
Parliament. It is, of course, a very 
heavy tax on pharmacists. 

In the law courts an important de- 
cision has been handed down with ref- 
erence to trading names. The Phar- 
maceutical Society was of opinion that 
a registered chemist who carried on 
business under a name other than his

practice dentistry. 
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own, was required by Section XVII of 
the Pharmacy Act 1868 to print his 
personal name on all poison labels. 
There has always been a doubt about 
this, and in order to have the matter 
settled once for all, the society sum- 
moned a pharmacist named Edwards, 
who traded as “Godfrey” for selling a 
poison in a bottle which was not la- 
beled with the name Edwards. In the 
lower Court the magistrate upheld the 
society’s view, but Mr. Edwards ap- 
pealed to the High Court, which has 
held that the magistrate was wrong. 
Therefore it is now definitely settled 
that the name which should be placed 
on poison labels is the name under 
which the pharmacist trades. As a 
very considerable proportion of phar- 
macists are using trading names other 
than their own, there is some satisfac- 
tion in having all doubts removed. 
Another decision of even greater im- 
portance has been handed down by the 
House of Lords, involving the ques- 
tion of professional titles. Shorn of 
unimportant particulars, the question 
raised in this case was, What is the 
meaning of the words “specially quali- 
fied” in Section III of the Dentists’ 
This Act does not pro- 
hibit practice by unregistered persons, 
but says that unregistered persons may 
not use any title, which implies that 
the user is “specially qualified” to 
It was sought to 
prove that the use of the words 
“painless extraction” implied that the 
person using them had such a skill- 
ful qualification that it enabled him to 
extract teeth with no pain, and that 
therefore he was “specially qualified.” 
The House of Lords, upholding the 
decision of the Court of Appeal, has 
decided that this is not the case, and 
that the words “specially qualified,” in 
the Act, do not prevent unregistered 
persons from announcing that they are 
competent and skillful. The effect of 
this decision will be to encourage un- 


qwalified dentists, who will be able to 
use almost any self-laudatory descrip- 
tion so long as they do not call them- 
selves “dentists” or “dental practi- 
tioners.” Incidentally it has an im- 
portant bearing on other professional 
qualifications, for the decision is bind- 
ing in all the Courts; it will in fact pre- 
vent the possibility of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society reversing the decision in 
the case in which the Court held that 
it was legal for an unqualified chemist 
to call his place of business a “phar- 
macy.” 

An interesting case of some im- 


‘portance to pharmacists was heard 


fore a police court magistrate. This 
was under the Poisoned Grain Pro- 
hibition Act, which makes it an of- 
fence liable to a fine of £10 for any 
person to expose for sale or sell any 
poisoned grain; the same penalty also 
applies to any person who maliciously 


_ places such grain on the ground. A 


pharmacist was summoned for aiding 
and abetting a certain person who 
spread some grain in a field to protect 
his crops from the birds; the phar- 
macist did not sell the poisoned grain, 


but gave it to the man, and he was 


summoned for aiding and abetting and 
fined $5. It is thus clear that it is an 


_ offence not only to sell poisoned grain, 


but it is also an offense to give it away. 
Under the sale of Food and Drugs 


Acts, there have been several cases 


lately which are worthy of note. In 
one of these a wholesale firm was sum- 
moned for giving a false warranty for 
cod-liver oil. In the first place, the 
retailer to whom the oil was sold was 
summoned for selling the oil, which 
was adulterated, and he raised the war- 
ranty defense, whereupon proceedings 
were taken against the wholesale firm. 
When the case came on, the wholesale 
firm also pleaded a guarantee from a 
London firm of importers, and this 
firm was then substituted as defend- 
ants, and fined £20, with costs. This 
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is a roundabout way of getting at the 
original offenders. In another case un- 
der the same Act, adulterated olive oil 
was the article complained of. The 
oil contained 70 per cent of arachis oil. 
The defendant said he gave the order 
for the oil to a firm through a traveler, 
who sent a quotation on which it was 
stated that the oil was “genuine fine 
olive oil, B. P.,” and it was successfully 
contended on his behalf that this quo- 
tation constituted a warranty, and the 
summons was therefore dismissed. 
Cases of wilful substitution are suf- 
ficiently rare in this country to attract 
attention when any such cases are 


brought to live. Recently the propri-— 


-etors of “Zam-Buk” asked for an in- 
junction to restrain a storekeeper from 
passing off a spurious article in sub- 
stitution for the genuine article which 


he is alleged to have represented it to 


be. The injunction was granted. The 
proprietors of Beecham’s Pills from 
time to time discover small dealers 
selling some other pill for theirs. A 
week or two ago they found in one 
town—Northampton—no less than 42 
cases in which spurious pills were sold 
as Beecham’s. The offenders were lit- 
tle shopkeepers who were probably not 
aware that they were committing any 
offense, but in order to find out where 
they obtained their supplies, Messrs. 
Beecham prosecuted one of them un- 
der the Merchandise Marks Act, for 
unlawfully selling pills to which a false 
trade description was applied. The re- 
sult was that they discovered that a 
certain individual was selling two-cent 
boxes of these pills to small shopkeep- 
ers at 16 cents per dozen boxes, on 
which was written in pencil “Beech- 
am’s Pills.” It appears that he pur- 
chased the pills from a local pharma- 
cist at the rate of nine cents per dozen 
boxes. He was fined $10. 

A question was recently put to the 
Home Secretary in the House of Com- 
mons with reference to the matter of

the fees payable to pharmacists who 
are called to give evidence in courts 
of law. If a pharmacist leaves his 


business, he must arrange to have a 


properly qualified person left in 
charge, which means that in very 
many cases chemists are obliged to em- 
ploy a locum tenens, for which no 
allowance is made. All they are en- 
titled to is about $2 per day and travel- 
ing expenses, but this is insufficient. 
The Home Secretary has promised to 
consider the possibility of providing a 
special allowance for pharmacists who 
are obliged to engage a locum tenens 
during their absence from business to 
give evidence. The regulations as to 


coroners’ courts are different from 


those applying to courts of law, and 
witnesses are allowed practically noth- 


ing. Thus a pharmacist who recently 


had to give evidence at the inquest on 
the body of a man who had been .poi- 


soned, was obliged to be absent from — 
his business on two days, and was 


only paid $1.25, notwithstanding that 
he engaged a locum tenens at a cost 
of $4, and paid his own traveling ex- 
penses. 


A committee appointed by the Home 


Secretary to inquire into the law re- 


lating to coroners and coroners’ in- 


quests has just issued a report on the 
question of deaths resulting from the 


administration of anesthetics. There 


has been a steady progressive increase 
in fatal accidents during recent years, 
and, according to a return furnished 


by coroners, the deaths under anzs- | 


thetics reported to them numbered 235 
in the year 1908, but there is no guar- 
antee that every such death is re- 
ported to the coroner, or even notified 
as such to the registrar of deaths. The 
committee recommended that every 
death under an anesthetic should be 
reported to the coroner, who, after in- 
quiry, should determine whether or 
not it was desirable to hold an inquest, 
and that the certificate of death should 
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always state that the deceased died 
while under an _ anesthetic, and 
whether or not the anesthetic was the 
actual cause of death. As the law 
stands at present, the administration 
of an anesthetic is under no regula- 
tion. Although a man cannot sell 
a glass of beer to another without a 
license, he may drug that other person 
to his heart’s content, without let or 
hindrance from the law. Apart from 
any criminal intent, a bone-setter, or 
a beauty-doctor,or a quack of any kind, 


is as much at liberty to administer an 


anzsthetic to his patient for the pur- 
pose of an operation as a qualified 
medical anzsthetist. ~The committee 
think that this unregulated state of af- 
fairs constitutes a serious menace to 
the public, and that the administration 
of anesthetics should be carefully 
regulated by law. The committee think 
that general anesthetics (e. g., chloro- 
form) should only be administered by 
a registered medical practitioner, but 
they think that registered dentists 
should be allowed the use of nitrous 


oxide gas for dental operations, but 


should not employ the general respir- 
able anzsthetics of longer duration. 
They also express a strong opinion 
that the same person should not ad- 
minister the nitrous oxide and perform 
the operation. 

The number of candidates for the 
examination of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society during the year end- 
ing March 31st was 768, an increase on 
the preceding year of 66. The number 
who passed was 269, or a fraction 
more than 35 per cent, which is very 
small compared with other examina- 
tions. In most of the instances where 
a candidate failed, an investigation 
showed that the cause of failure was 
a lack of proper systematic training, 
and the remedy for the high percent- 
age of failures 1s an adequate course 
of study and laboratory work, which 


every candidate should be compelled 
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to undergo before presenting himself 
for examination. The entries for the 
“Major” examination again show a 
falling off as compared with last year. 


SOME OBJECTIONABLE AND UN- 
USUAL CHINESE DRUGS IM- 
PORTED INTO THE UNITED 

STATES 
By Albert Schneider 
1. Introduction 


Many of the ways of the Chinese 
impress us as being peculiar. 
certainly applies to their practice of 


pharmacy and medicine, as has been 
fully explained elsewhere.* The 
- quantity and variety of Chinese drugs 


imported into the United States via 
San Francisco is very great and is ap- 
parently wholly out of proportion to 
the reasonable needs of the sick of the 
Chinese population of the United 
States. It is, however, probable that 
said drugs are not all used by the Chi- 
nese. Within recent years many of 
the Chinese doctors are making very 
persistent efforts to extent their prac- 
tice among Americans, as is evidenced 


by their extensive advertising in the 


daily papers and their use of large 
painted poster ads in the larger cities 
of the Pacific Coast, especially in San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. The 
special features of their medical ad- 
vertising are the claims that they use 
harmless herbs only, that they cure 
without the use of the knife, and that 
their superior medication is the result 
of the accumulated experiences of 
many centuries. Their American pa- 
trons are from the ranks of the un- 
educated, the easily beguiled, those

who are easily humbugged, those who 


are after something new. Most of the 
patients are women, although there are 
also men who visit these Oriental doc- 
tors. It maybe alsostated that the adver- 
tising Chinese doctors belong to the

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better class, judged from the Chinese 
viewpoint. From the viewpoint of 
Western scientific medicine they are 
mere charlatans. It is also a fact that 
most of the advertising Chinese doc- 
tors belong to the old school, which 
is wholly without scientific foundation. 
Chinese doctors, who are graduates of 
the Western schools of medicine, do 
not advertise as the universally recog- 
nized code of ethics of the regular 
schools of medicine does not permit 


it. 


The old school Chinese doctors or 
herbalists claim to use some three 
thousand different herbs of tried value, 
besides many minerals and drugs of 
animal origin. Some of the latter are 
very unusual as well as nauseous, and 
highly objectionable for sanitary rea- 
sons. This paper will, it is hoped, 


serve to point out the possible dangers 


which may lurk in certain Chinese 


drug imports. It is a fact that the | 


Chinese have no true conception of 


- Western sanitation or of disinfection 


and safeguarding against infections 
and contagious diseases. The occur- 
rence of smallpox, plague, cholera and 
other dangerous infectious diseases, is 
chronic throughout the Chinese em- 


- pire, and every effort should be made 


to prevent the importation of articles 
which may serve as carriers and dis- 
seminators of the above-named infec- 
tions. The publication of the partial 
list of offensive drugs will, it is hoped, 
tend to discourage those who show 
such a decided preference for Chinese 


doctors and their medicines. 


It is further hoped that a fuller 


knowledge of these articles will bring 


about enactments prohibiting the im- 
portation of undoubtedly objectionable 
drug articles. 

The list of so-called remedies is 
given in alphabetical order, according 
to common English names, numbered 
consecutively for convenience of cross 
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reference. At the close is given an 
alphabetical list of Chinese names 
(English equivalents) in the Man- 
darin dialect, with cross reference to 
English names by number. This list 
will prove of value to port inspectors 
and floor examiners who desire to 
identify such articles. , 

It must also be explained that the 
drugs cited are mostly crude. Thus 
far it could not be ascertained to what 


extent these articles, in powdered or. 
other form, occur in compound pow- 


ders, in pills, in tablets, in plasters, in 
liquors, in aquae, etc., prepared and 
prescribed by the Chinese doctors. 
With increasing experience, the writer 
is less and less willing to make organo- 


leptic tests of the Chinese pills, pow- 


ders, tablets, compound teas, etc., sub- 


mitted for entry at the San Francisco — 


port, because one may never know 
what particular nauseous ingredient 
may be present. The writer has also 
been cautioned by Chinese friends 
against the promiscuous sampling of 
drugs, it being declared that some are 
“very potent.” 

Some of the packages containing cer- 
tain of the offensive drugs actually 
swarm with insect life, and absolutely 


no attempt is made to isolate these 


packages from those which contain 
harmless drugs or even food materials 


that may be included in the same box 
or bale. 


A few of the more offensive Chinese 
drugs were examined bacteriologically 
in the laboratory of the U. S. Public 
Health and Marine Hospital Service, 
San Francisco, and it was reported 
that they were sterile as far as the 
presence of pathogenic or otherwise 
dangerous germs was concerned, ex- 
cepting the somewhat doubtful finding 


of a single colon bacillus in one of the 


articles. Even though the particular 
samples examined appeared to be 
harmless and sterile, that is absolutely 
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no indication that other samples are 
also harmless. The following diseases 
could no doubt be -introduced in the 
following so-called drugs, presented 


for entry at the Port of San Francisco: 

1. Bubonic Plague in rats’ dung and 
fleas. Whether or not the plague can be 
imported through these sources is ques- 
tioned. We can nevertheless ill afford to 
take chances. 

2. Asiatic Cholera in human feces. 

3. Intestinal Disease, including typhoid 
fever, in human feces and other similar 
filth. 

4. Skin Disease in animal hides. 3 
§. Smallpox in a= variety of articles 
which have been in contact with individuals 
having smallpox or just recovering from 
an attack. Smallpox epidemics occur 


sporadically throughout the Chinese em- 


pire. 


Animals, dried and pickled; bones 
_and tissues, animal skins and hides, 


Carry various parasites causative of 
systematic as well as local diseases, 
unless such articles are thoroughly 
sterilized or disinfected, which the Chi- 
nese certainly do not do, as far as can 
be ascertained. 

The following germs of diseases and 
other causes of disease are always 
passed in the stools of those suffering 
from the diseases; typhoid fever, Asi- 
atic cholera, amoebic dysentery, bacil- 
lary dysentery, intestinal tuberculosis, 
bubonic plague, cholera infantum, an- 
thrax, smallpox, measles, scarlet fever 


and chicken-pox. ~ The larve and eggs 
tape-worm, pin-worm, hook-worm, 
‘etc., occur in the stools. 


Urine carries 
pathogenic germs and their spores, be- 
sides other disease producers. 

With these introductory remarks we 
shall cite a partial list of the more of- 
fensive articles submitted for entry at 
the Port of San Francisco, hoping that 
the report may influence the members 
of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation to frame resolutions recom- 


mending that the importation of of- 


fensive, putrid and otherwise objec- 


~ tionable drugs be stopped. 
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II. Alphabetical List of Unusual or Nause- 
ous Chinese Drugs Presented for Entry 
at the Port of San Francisco 


(1) Alligators’ Scales. Shan kea 
me. 

Used medicinally, but in what man- 
ner is not explained. Scales imported 
in considerable quantity. 

(2) Alligator’s Hide. Shan kea. 

Alligator’s skin and muscle attached 
is imported for medicinal use. Cut in- 
to strips about ten to fourteen inches 
long and dried. Medicinal use not as- 

(3) Armadillo Skin. 

Said to be used medicinally, but just 
how could not be ascertained. Not 
seen or not recognized. os 

(4) Asses Glue. O Keaou. Luh 
Keaou. 

A glue made fais the hide of vari- 
ous animals, but especially the ass. 
To make the glue especially efficacious 
the animals must have obtained their 
drinking water from a certain well in 


the Shantung Province, hence the 


Shantung glue brings the highest price. 
This glue is essentially a woman’s 
remedy, and is used almost solely in 
diseases of women. Astringent, seda- 


and tonic are ascribed 


to it. | 

(5) Barley Sprouts. _Mei ya. 

Used as a stomachic and as food. 
Imported in small amounts. 

(6) Sprouting Rice. Kuh ya. 

Is similarly used. Given to children 
to relieve the symptoms of overeating. 

(7) Cow Bezoar. New hwang. 

Concretions found in the gall blad- 
der of the cow. Used as a sedative 
and tonic, in ulcers, inflammations. 
External application with camphor. 
Imported in considerable quantity. Ex- 
pensive. 

(8) Bats’ Dung. Yay ming : he: 

The undigested parts (especially the 
eyes) of insects, such as flies, eaten by 


bats. These particles are carefully picked 
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applied to sores, ulcers, etc. 
in rheumatism. 
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from the dung. Used as a decoction 
in the treatment of inflamed eyes. Boil 
one-half ounce in a cupful of water, 


strain and drink this amount once 


daily until cured. 
amounts. 

(9) Beetles. Tang lang. 

Resemble the rhinoceros beetle of 
India. Dried, powdered and used in 
plasters for sores, ulcers, etc. Not 
seen in the entire State. ae 

(10) Biche de mer. Hae san. 

A marine sea slug or holothurian. 


Imported in small 


Used as food and reputed to have 


aphrodisiac or tonic properties. There 


appears to be considerable confusion — 


as regards the Chinese terms applying 
to remedies which serve as general 


tonics and those which have aphro- 


disiac properties. The-general belief 
that the Chinese use aphrodisiacs very 
extensively is strongly denied by 
good Chinese authorities, who state 
that the misunderstanding is due to 
the fact that the Chinese name for 


“tonic” is often wrongly interpreted as 
“aphrodisiac.”

(11) Boa Constrictor Skins. 
shea pe. Foo shea pe. 

The dried skin is used externally,

(12) Buffalo Horns. Gu kak. 

Used to same extent as a medicine 
in blood troubles.

_A black beetle of the Scarabaeidae 
(Coprobius), not unlike our tumble 
bug. Odor very strong. Imported. 
Medicinal use not ascertained. 

(14) Dragon Fly. Tang lang. 
Used as a general tonic and in the 
treatment of genito-urinary diseases. 

(15) Cantharides. Red, green and 
ordinary. 

Used for blistering purposes: The 
red is not a Cantharid, it is Heuchys 
sanguinea (40). <A species of Neurop- 
teraus insect. Imported.

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(16) Centipedes. Woo kung. 
These are dried and neatly mounted. 

upon bits of bamboo. Reduced to a 

powder. They are applied externally 

in venereal diseases, especially to 
primary and secondary syphilitic sores..

(17) Chamois Horns. Ling yang. 

The horns of a'small species of anti- 
lope found on the plains of Mongolia. 
Used as a cooling medicine, particular- 


_ ly efficacious in inflammation of the 


lungs and the liver. The shavings 
(ling yang peen) are also imported. 
The Chinese consider the tip of the 
chamois horn the hardest substance in 
the world. 

(18) Cicada Shells. kho. 

The cast-off shells of the cicada. A 
decoction is given to children in indi- | 
gestion, convulsions, fever, etc. Con- 
sidered a specific in cataract when 
given internally. Imported in large 
quantities. | 

(19) Cocoons. Sang peaou shaou. 
Used medicinally in amenorrhoea. 
Applied to sores, ulcers and boils. Im- 
ported. | 


(20) Old Copper Coins. Koo tung 
tseen. | 

Boiled in water to obtain the virdi- 
gris. Coins are also boiled in vinegar. 
Made into an ointment. Useful in 
skin diseases, dysentery, eye diseases, 
applied to sores, etc. The coin not 
seen. 

(21) Cow Glue. 
pe keaou. | 
_ A glue made from cowhides, boiled 
and dissolved in warm water. Used 
in hemorrhages and in urinary dis- 
orders. Much used by the women as 
a tonic, taken on 4n empty stomach in 
the morning. Glues of various kinds 
are extensively imported. 

(22) Cows’ Horns. New kak sae. 

The inner casing (marrow) of cows’ 
horns. Boiled in sesamum oil and 
made into plasters, which are applied 


New keaou. New 
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to sores and ulcers. A decoction is 


taken internally as a_ strengthening 


tonic or medicine. 
(23) Cow Sinews. New kin. 
Prepared and used like deer sinews. 
Deer and cow sinews are imported in 


considerable quantity. 


(24) Crickets. Seih suh. 
The fighting crickets are used, both 
male and female. A decoction is given 


for the purpose of purifying the blood, 


to cause boils to disappear and to 
hasten suppuration. Imported. \ 

(25) Cuttlefish Bones. Woo tseh 
kiih. 

_ The calcoreous substance commonly 
known as cuttlefish bones is boiled. 
Said to have cooling properties; used 
in gonorrhoea, as a vermifuge, in ul- 
cers, boils, sores, burns, in diseases of 
the eye, hemorrhage, etc. Imported. 

(26) Deer Horn Shavings. Luh 
keo peen. 

Very thin, flexible, brittle shavings 
of the newly growing horns.  Dia- 
phoretic and stimulant. Given in ner- 
vous complaints. Extensively import- 
ed. Expensive. 

(27) Deer Sinews. Lih kin. 

Said to be boiled with eggs, shrimps 
and other food substances; taken by 
invalids as a great restorative tonic. 
Imported. 

(28) Dragons’ Bones. Lung kih. 

Fossil ivory, occurring in irregular 
pieces, weighing perhaps a few ounces. 
Ground to a fine powder; used in fever 
and ague, chorea and spermatorrhoea.

If the 
remedy is applied to the side of the 


face not affected it is said to give in-— 


stant relief, and cause the face to as- 
sume its normal appearance. The fresh 
eels’ blood is more efficacious than the 
dried. Also used in ringworm, and in 
mouth, ear, eye and nose. treatment. 
Not recognized. 

(32) Egg Skins. 
Fung hwang e. 

The egg skin lining the egg shell 
is removed immediately after the 
chicken is hatched. This is dried, 
powdered and mixed with safflower, 
ginseng and dates, and given in jaun- 
dice.

(33) Eggs of Silkworm. Tsan tsz. 


Phoenix skins. 


The dried eggs of the silkworm are

Dried in irregular pieces, cut into 
uneven cubes and formed into cakes 
the size of small ginger snaps.

Samples examined bac- 
teriologically in the laboratory of the 
U. S. Marine Hospital Service, San 
Francisco, gave negative results. Said 
to be useful for bites, burns, ulcers 
and to counteract poisons; useful in 
hemorrhages, fevers, dyspepsia, etc. 
Imported in small lots. 

(36) Prepared Human Excrement. 
Jin chung hwang. 

Equal parts of human excrement, 
licorice, bran and other ingredients, 


mixed, decocted and rammed into hol- 


low bamboo stems and the ends her- 
metically sealed ; then boiled for a long 
time. According to some, no human 
excrement is added, but the mass in 
the bamboo is placed in the privy for 
a time, soaked in the mixture of faeces 
and urine, then removed, dried and 
boiled as above. A sample examined 
by the laboratory of the U. S. Marine 
Hospital Service, San Francisco, was 
reported sterile. Imported. 

(37) Fish Glue. Yu keaou. 


Used medicinally and for glueing: 


purposes. Imported. 

(38) Fish Stomachs.

Glossy black flies, somewhat larger 
than a bumblebee, resembling a wasp.

(41) Pickled domestic fowl. 

Plucked and prepared in some kind 
of brine.

Made from frogs and _ considered 
very useful in the treatment of catarrh, 
in intestinal troubles, worms, etc., as 
a diuretic, sedative, etc. Not seen.

Used as a cordial and tonic and as 
a pigment. Imported. 


(48) Parasitized Insect Larvae.

A peculiar nature freak. The satie | 


of the insects are attacked by a fun- 
gus and gradually killed. Finally the 
entire substance of the larvae is re- 
placed by the mould tissue, retaining 
the exact form of the larvae. A spore 
bearing stripe develops from the head 
of what was originally the insect. Some 
years ago this freak excited consider- 
able curiosity among botanists.

Dried, powdered and used 
as an ingredient in plasters for sores, 
ulcers, wounds, etc. They are very 
extensively imported, neatly dried over 
a bamboo frame, always in pairs, male 
and female. The Chinese have great

Dried and powdered. Applied to 
sores and ulcers. Imported. 

(59) Rhinoceros Hide. Se pe. Sai 
pe. 

Boiled into a jelly and given as a

‘The toads are dried and made into 
a decoction which is taken internally 
in the treatment of elephantiasis and 
Applied as an ointment or 
plaster to sores, ulcers, etc. The 
toads are also boiled alive in spirits, 
the liquor thus prepared being more 
active than the decoction made from 
the dried toads.

- (78) Toad Cakes. Chen soo. 

The living toad is placed in a jar 
and poked with a stick; the enraged 
animal secretes a slimy substance | 
which is wiped off, mixed with flour, 
made into cakes and dried. Also ap- 
pears in powdered form. Another 


preparation is made by scraping the 


mucus from the warts of the living 
toad, mixing with flour, etc., as above.

(81) Dried Human Urine. Jin chung 
peh.

false or misleading statements: 
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several of the leading journals of phar- 
macy are taking up the work of the 
Propaganda for Drug Reform. This 
educational work is destined, in time, 
to bring about a very marked better- 
ment in the use of medicamenta of all 
kinds. Ten years of energetic work 
along this line will do away with a 
large pencentage of the fake remedies 
in existence, thus lightening the labors 
of the pharmacists and bettering the 


physical well-being of humanity. 


Aceton (Horace N. Wheeler, The Aceton 
Medical Co.)—Consists of acetanilid, caffein, 


sodium bicarbonate and other: unidentified — 
substances. 


Properties very grossly mis- 
represented. Said to prevent pneumonia, 
break up a cold, sure cure for erippe, head- 
ache neuralgia, etc. 


Baird’s Buchu Gin (Baird-Daniels Co.’s 


Distilled Buchu Gin).—Misbranded because 
of claim that it is without an equal for 
kidney and bladder troubles. Examination 
showed that amount of buchu present was 


so small as to be without medicinal vir- 


tue. 


Belding’s Skin Remedy > (Dr. Belding 
Medicine Co., Minneapolis).—Misbranded 
because labeled “the only colorless, harm- 


less instant absorber, sure cure,” the same 
being a compound of glycerine, bichloride 
of mercury and alcohol. 
mercury being a deadly poison this prepara- 
tion can not be harmless. Misbranded be- 
cause labeled a cure for various diseases 
such as salt rheum, eczema, rash, herpes, 
ringworm, itching piles and other ailments. 
Also because labeled “A pleasant and sure 
cure for cracked lips, when same contains 


a deadly poison; and because labeled “Salt 


Rheum Cure” and similar statements. This 
preparation, containing bichloride of mer- 
cury, should bear the poison label. 

Dr. Bosanko’s Pile Remedy (Dr. Bosanko 
Mercantile Co., Philadelphia, U. S. S. N. 
1085).—Apparently misbranded because of 
“An ab- 
solute cure for all kinds of piles,” “A sure 
cure for piles,” “ulceration and skin dis- 
eases, etc. 

Boschee’s German Syrup (L. M. Green, 
Woodbury, N. J., U. S. S. N. 33).—Appar- 


-ently misbranded because labeled “Dr. A. 


Boschee’s,’ when made by L. M. Green, 
because of the word “German” and the 


Bichloride of 
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statement, “This is an old German Com- 
pound,” when made in New Jersey, and 
because of the statement being a remedy 
for all diseases of the throat and lungs, 
whooping cough, croup, asthma, pleurisy, 


etc., and “It has cured its thousands in 


Germany,” quickly relieves all diseases of 
the lungs, removes hemorrhages, etc. 
Bromo Fehrin (W. H. Smaw & Co.).— 
Misbranded because of claim that it is a 
sure cure for headache and neuralgia, and 
because of claim: that it works permanent 
results; and that it is absolutely safe. 
Claims 4 grains of acetanilid to each pow- 
der, whereas examination showed nearly

Egyptian Regulating Tea (Egyptian Drug 
Co., New York, U. S. S. N. 3283).—Appar- 


ently misbranded because of false or mis-. 


leading statements, such as the word 
“Egyptian,” when made in New York, and 
not. from materials obtained from Egypt, 
and because labeled “A remedy for all dis- 
orders of the stomach,” and the claim that 
it will remove blotches from the face and 
restore the complexion, and that ladies will 


find it a valuable remedy for all female 


complaints, and also for liver and kidney 
troubles, and the statement, “A great medi- 
cal discovery,” will give steady nerves, per- 
fect digestion. “Nature’s own gift to dys- 
peptic and debilitated men and worn-out 
women,” to sufferers from blood diseases 
and to all corpulent people, etc.

whole body. 

3. On a white circular also enclosed in 
the carton and surrounding each of the bottles 
containing the drug, and thereby made a part 
of the label’s descriptive of said preparation, 
occurred this statement: “Tt was endorsed 
and advertisement accepted by the American 
Medical Journal, as a valuable therapeutic 
agent;” which statement was false and mis- 
leading in this, that the said preparation was 
never advertised in the American Medical 
Journal and was never endorsed by the said 
American Medical Journal.

The only 
thing that can take the place of sugar is 
beer or wine. It is a significant fact that 
the free-lunch counters run in connection 
with bars furnish every imaginable thing 


except sweets. Even the restaurants and 
the lunch grills attached to saloons or bars.

They know their business. The more 
sugar and sweets a man takes at a meal, 
the less alcohol he wants. Conversely, 
nearly every drinking man will tell you he 
has lost his taste for sweets. The more 
candy a nation consumes, the less alcohol.”

Preserving Syrup.—Referring to the note 
on “Fermentation of Syrup” in the Circular 
for February, page 67, Thomas D. McEI- 
henie, New York, says that he preserves 


his compound syrup of hypophosphites by 


adding a dram of phenol. water to the gal- 


lon of syrup. As phenol water is not offi- 


cial in this country it may be well to state. 


here that it consists of 146 grains of phenol 
dissolved in a pint of water. 


Those who object to the preservation of 


catsups and jams with sodium benzoate 


would hardly endorse the use of phenol as 
a preservative of syrups to be taken in- 
ternally. We are inclined to prefer the 
method suggested by H. D. Giles, Texas, 


in the Circular for last month, page 126, 


which consists of using two ounces of 


glycerin to the pint of syrup.--Drug Cir-

Chinese Methods of Preparing 
Cassia Oil | 
Consul-General Leo’ Bergholz writes 
from Canton as follows in response to an 
American inquiry concerning cassia and 


cassia oil production in China and the Far 


East: 

“Cassia oil is the product obtained 
through the distillation of the leaves and 
branches of the cassia tree. In exceptional 
cases the buds and bark are used, but as 
these have a high commercial value they 


are too costly for the purpose. 


“The still, if 1t can be so called, is in 
the country, usually set upon the hillside, 
where clear running water can be obtained. 
The apparatus consists of a brick kiln, upon 
which is an iron boiler, to the top of which 
the leaf box is tightly fastened by a hoop. 


Covering the leaf box is an air-tight cylin- 


der with a cap. The boiler is half filled 
with water, upon which a number of bam- 
boos are placed as supporters. Leaves and 
branches of cassia, partly dried, are placed 
in the leaf box and the kiln then fired. 
As the water evaporates it is constantly 
replenished through a supply pipe. The 
distilled product, the steam settling on the 
walls of the cylinder, runs into a groove 
and is then conducted through three buckets 
connected by tubes. | 

“The oil remains at the bottom of the 
buckets while the water runs off, and the 
last one will contain nothing but water. 
Each distillation requires six ,days and 
nights. The leaves and branches, from 
which oil is extracted, are used as firewood 
after being dried. A picul (133% lbs.) of 
leaves produces five to six ounces of oil.” 
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THE COST OF TYPHOID FEVER 
Typhoid fever is one of the most deadly 


and the most expensive diseases that exist, 


and the success of the “typhoid vaccina- 
tion” theory is therefore of the utmost im- 
portance. Although vaccinating against ty- 
phoid is a new idea to the average citizen, 
it has been tried in the army for over a 
year, and in the armies of Europe for five 
or six years, and in the European armies 
it has been demonstated that of the men 
inoculated there is only one case of fever 


against ten among the unprotected, and the 


death-rate of those who take the disease 
is reduced in the same proportion. 

The process of making the serum is deli- 
cate and tedious, but simple, safe and in- 
expensive. A solution is made of dead 
germs of typhoid fever, and this solution 
injected into the blood. 
mild case of typhoid, lasting two days, after 
which the patient is practically immune. 

The majority of persons who die from 
typhoid fever are between the ages of 
twenty and thirty-five, and a life at this age, 


on the basis of awards for accidental death 


and insurance estimates, is worth about 
$5,000. An average case of typhoid means 
a loss in wages of $125 to the patient, be- 
sides medicines, doctor’s bills, etc. Not in- 
frequently there is an equal loss of wages 
to the person who must care for the patient. 
‘The total expense of typhoid, cases divided 
by the number of deaths, gives, approxim- 
ately, $2,5000, which, added to the $5,000 


life capital, makes typhoid fever cost society — 


$7,500 for every fatality—Retail Druggist.

The result is a 
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Sterilization of White Wine is the object 
of a paper presented to the Adadémie des 
Sciences by Messrs. Maurain and Warcol- 
lier. Previously they studied the action 
of ultra-violet rays from a quartz mercury 


vapor lamp upon cider in fermentation. 


With the same apparatus they made re- 
searches upon sparkling white wine and 
found how much time it took for the rays 
to act upon different thicknesses of layer 
so as to destroy the fermenting principle 
and thus prevent any new fermentation. 
Using layers of wine of % millimeter (0.01 
inch), held between a 0.2-inch quartz plate 
and a glass plate and exposed to the lamp 


so that this latter was 1.6 inches distant, 


they found that fermentation was stopped 
in all cases for an exposure of above 10 
seconds and never for an exposure below 
5 seconds. With 1.7 millimeters (0.07 
inch) exposed at the same distance from 
the lamp, fermentation was always stopped 
after an exposure of over one minute. and 
never in less than 30 seconds. It is to be 
noted that in the case of pure cider, to 
sterilize it we need an exposure of over 
2 or 3 minutes for the first mentioned thick- 
ness of layer, and_ sterilization is not 
reached even after 15 minutes exposure for 
a Q.04-inch layer. Thus it will be seen 
that the sterilizing of white wine can be 


more easily carried out than that of cider, 


this being no doubt due to the fact that 
the wine is more transparent to ultra-violet 
rays.—Retail Druggist. |
